This past week, a friend 
invited me to a Christmas 
brunch at Bethany Church. 
On my way to the brunch 
I noticed an older woman 
waiking arm in arm with 
her daughter. I don’t know 
why it struck me but it did.

My mom died thirteen 
years ago. Not having her 
around hits me hardest 
during the Christmas sea¬ 
son as my happiest mem¬ 
ories of her are from then. 
She created Christmas 
magic, never letting the 
season overwhelm her. 
She made it shine with her 
elegant touch. Always 
making time to relax with 
her best friends during the 
holidays, she would glow 
in their presence, laughing 
like a school girl. It was a 
side of her I loved to see 
but rarely brought out, as I 
tended to be a pain in her 
neck. 

A favorite job she 
would give me at Christ¬ 
mas was stamping her 
Christmas cards. It made 
me realize how many 
friends she had, some from 
all over the world. She also 
let me bake Christmas 
cookies which was some¬ 
thing I loved to do. It was 
great seeing her face light 
up when I would bring her 
a warm cookie to try out. 


On Christmas eve mom 
would conduct a play. Our 
family of seven was the 
cast. We were our own pri¬ 
vate audience which made 
it very special. My dad 
would read “ It came to 
pass,” from the Bible to 
signai the stun. One sister 
would play Mary while my 
two brothers and my other 
sister played the three 
Wisemen. I opted to be a 
donkey or sheep being the 
youngest and shy. 

The most special 
Christmas memory I have 
of her took place Christ¬ 
mas morning that’s when 
grandparents and an uncle 
would Join our brood. We 
would all sing Christmas 
carols. Then my mom 
would stand alone and sing 
a solo, “Ave Maria.” Her 
voice would cover the 
room, beautiful and strong. 
Always confident, her 
strength came out even 
more when she sang, cap¬ 
turing everyone’s attention 
and leaving us in awe. 

Our last Christmas to¬ 
gether was the last time I 
had her in my arms. She 
was suffering from lung 
cancer, and was very 
weak. We took a walk 
around the condominium 
complex. Though she was 
leaning on my arm for 
physical support I was still 
leaning on her for emo¬ 
tional assurance. She told 
me she was glad dad and 
I would be together when 
she died. “You aren’t go¬ 
ing to die,” 1 replied. When 


we got home from our 
walk she handed me a note 
addressed to my dad and 
asked that I give it to him 
after she died. It was a 
month later that she passed 
away. 

The following Christ¬ 
mas was difficult. My 
brother was visiting from 
up north. My dad had start 
ed dating and his new girl¬ 
friend invited the three of 
us to join her family for 
Christmas. I refused to go. 
My dad said he wouldn’t 
go unless I did. Being the 
sweet daughter that I was, 

I said “don’t blackmail me 
into going. Just go.” My 
brother joined him like an 
anxious puppy not want¬ 
ing to be left with his sour 
sister, alone on Christmas 
eve. 

For the past nine years 
I have my children to 
thank for making Christ¬ 
mas spiecial once again. In 
fact, my daughter was bom 
on Christmas night which 
made her the most special 
Christmas present I ever 
received. Their excitement 
about the holidays makes 
me remember how happy I 
was at Christmas as a 
child, and also how much 
the special things my mom 
used to do meant to me. 
And though I’ll always 
have moments when I 
wish I had her in arm in 
mine, at least I’ll have her 
memories to lean on, espe- 
cially those of her at 
Christmas.

The Disposition 
and Development Agree¬ 
ment reassigns develop¬ 
ment rights and responsi¬ 
bilities from Emkay to 
ICD, and requires that ICD 
complete the proposed fa¬ 
cility by the end of next 
year. 


As part of the Condi¬ 
tional Use Permit, an envi¬ 
ronmental analysis had to 
be prepared. A negative 
declaration was approved 
by the Planning Commis¬ 
sion on November 12. The 
environmental impacts for 
the Northside Project were 
previously assessed in a 
Final Environmental Im¬ 
pact Report, certified by 
the CRA on November 17, 
1987. 

The CRA had incurred 
and will continue to incur 
costs for out of pocket le¬ 
gal expenses to review 
documents and prepare the 
Disposition and Develop¬ 
ment Agreement; how¬ 
ever, ICD has paid $5,000 
as a non-refundable ad¬ 
ministrative and assign¬ 
ment fee to cover the 
Agency's document prepa¬ 
ration expenses, and no 
further expenses are antici¬ 
pated.
